ever method it takes to get 
the lime mixed with the 
top 6 inches is best, 

Dr. Walter Sowell, soils 
specialist at Auburn, poin- 
ted out recently that a good 
way to mix lime into row 
crop soil is to disk the 
lime into the soil before 


turning the land, On pas- 
tures we donot recommend 
mixing lime into an es- 
tablished pasture sod that 
is producing satisfactory. 
f But, we do recommend sur- 
face applications of lime 
gon established pasture sod 
where the pH is low. The 
surface applied lime will

“Today Tuberculosis 
can be cured,’’ says Roy 
Shoffner, Chairman for the 
Coffee County Tubercu- 
losis Association’s Annual 
Christmas Seal Campaign 
which aids in the fight ag- 
ainst tuberculosis, 

‘Streptomycin, which is 
frequently used to cure tu- 
berculosis, is given by in- 
jection,’’ says Mr, Shof- 
fner, “‘but most of the oth- 
er TB medicine is in pill 
form, And sometimes pa- 
tients take more than ado- 
zen pills a day, Pills can 
even be used to prevent 
TB, to keep people who 
have TB germs in their 
bodies from developing ac- 
tive disease. 

It may get to be weari- 
some, taking pills, some- 
times for as long as two 
years,’ Mr, Shoffner con- 
tinued. ‘“‘But what a small 
price to pay for beating a 
disease that has beenplag- 
uing mankind for centuries! 
Today, many patients donot 
have to have a prolonged 
stay in a hospital, They 
can be made quickly non- 
infectious and return to 
their homes, They goabout 
their normal lives, living 
with their families, going 
to work, just taking their 
pills,’’ 

Patient education in the 
importance of faithfully ta- 
king medicine is only one 
of the program activities 
that Christmas Seal Funds 
support, A constant battle 
is being waged against TB, 
respiratory diseases, air

Turkey Should 
Be Thawed 
In Refrigerator 


The best way to thaw a 
frozen turkey is in the re- 
frigerator, says Extension 
Specialist in Food Preser- 
vation Miss Isabelle Dow- 
ney, Place the frozen tur- 
key on a tray. If it is 
unwrapped, cover lightly 
with wax paper, Thaw in 
the regrigerator until pli- 
able. 

If it isn’t practical to 
thaw the turkey in the re- 
grigerator, Miss Downey 
says to immerse it in its 
watertight wrapper in cold 
water. Change water often 
to hasten thawing. Time 
required may be as long 
as six to eight hours for 
large turkeys, 

A turkey can be partially 
thawed in the refrigerator 
and then completely thaw- 
ed in cold water, The 
specialist says to place the 
partially thawed turkey in 
a watertight plastic bag 
before immersing itin cold 
water, 

Another thawing method 
for the unstuffed bird is 
keep it in its plastic \ 
and place it in a closed 


paper bg, Let it thaw at 
room temperature, ra 
20 to 25 pound turkey this 

hod takes about 16 hours
